found  to  be  untrue  to  label,  or  refund  the  amount  originally  received 
for  them. 


Notice: — We  are  not  responsible  for  Dealers’  mistakes  in  over-ordering,  and 
will  not  give  credit  for  stock  left  over  in  trenches,  unless  error  is  made  by  us. 

Our  Nurseries  are  inspected  every  year,  and  every  shipment  will  be  ac- 
companied by  a certificate  of  the  State  Examiner.  As  a further  precaution  all 
fruit  trees  will  be  fumigated  before  shipment.
